W ashington, Fob. 16.—A gold medal 
and the thanks of congress is all that 
Commander Robert E. Peary can ex- 
pect from congress without a fight. A 
bill to this effect was Introduced by 
R epresentative Butler, of Fennsylva 
nia. chairm an of the sub-<ommittee 
which reported adversely on the prop­ 
osition to make the explorer a rear 
admiral. 
The introduction of Mr. B utler's bill 
followed a m eeting of the naval com­ 
mittee. which endorsed the action of 
the 
sub-committee in refusing 
Mr. 
Peary the contem plated promotion. 
The whole m atter was referred back 
to the sub-committee, however, with 
instructions to consider it further. It 
is stated that the sub-committee will 
endorse the Butler bill. 
The action of the house com mittee 
in turning down the hill to advance 
Peary has aroused 
much 
criticism 
among some members of the house, 
and the fight over the Butler m easure 
is apt to be caustic. 
In the meanwhile letters are pouring 
in to R epresentative Ernest W. Rob 
arts. of M assachusetts, who took the 
lead In the sub-committee against hon­ 
oring Mr. Peary by raising his rank 
In the navy. These letters are on both 
sides of the question 
Scores Psary. 
The hottest so far is from Captain 
B. S. Osborn, of New York city. who 
thinks the sub-committee did the right 
thing. He Is an Arctic and Antarctic 
explorer, and says he has served three 
tim es in th* United States navy. With 
some of the sharpest of his characteri­ 
zations of Mr. Peary left out. the let­ 
ter is ss follows: 
“The action of the sub-committee on 
naval affairs deserves the heartiest 
commendation of every American cit­ 
izen who values Justice and respects 
the United States navy. To have given 
this egotist the rank*of rear adm iral 
would have been a blot on the lecords 
of congress and an insult to the navy 
of the United States, and would have 
disgusted millions of our cltlsens who 
have so confidence In this alleged pole 
hunter and Arctic fur trader and story 
teller, who for nearly a quarter of a 
century has been living off the people 
and sailing under a naval rank to 
which he bad no Segal right and for 
which he should have been severely 
reprinmnded by the navy departm ent 
long ago.” 
Peary Adherent Heard Pram.

Leslie In bis own de­ 
fense refuted the testim ony of Presi­ 
dent E IL Jennings and former Vice 
President P. A. Griffin, who had sworn 
that Leslie had been paid $26,000 to 
secure the passage of th# ordinance 
selecting the hank. 
The dates on which the money is 
alleged to have been paid. June 2 and 
6. 1908. Leslie swore he was attending 
the rai es at Gravesend. N. Y. He told 
of betting on a horse and the book­ 
maker. with whom he placed his bet, 
was called and a racing 
chart 
and 
records were introduced to show that 
thehorse Leslie mentioned did win the 
race that day. 
.Mayor Magee. 9tat* Senator Charles 
Kline, former Senator William Flynn 
Roger O’Mara. former superintendent 
of police, and other witnesses swore 
to Leslie's good reputation and busi­ 
ness responsibility 
In charging the Jury Judge John A. 
Evans said It had but one question to 
determine, 
whether 
the 
statem ents 
made by Leslie to the grsnd jury are 
true as contended by the defense, or 
whether, as charged by the rommnn- 
wealth. they are false. An alibi was 
defined and the Jury’s attention was 
called to the allegation of the defend 
ant that he was in New York when it 
was held that he was at the Columbia 
National bank. 


500 K ILLED IN CANTON RIOTS

Introduced a resolu­ 
tion err riding for the appointment of 
a joint com m ittee of three senators 
and five assem blym en who shall lie 
given an am ple 
appropriation and 
practically unlimited 
power to con­ 
duct such an Inquiry The m easure Is 
supposed to represent the views of 
Governor Hughes and his advisers, 
and its sweeping 
provisions reveal 
how desperate these men consider the 
situation. 


Conger Resum es Testimony. 


When Senator Conger returned to 
the stand he identified the stub of the 
$6500 check 
which originally repre­ 
sented the alleged bribe fund. It was 
dated 
April 22. 
1901 
He said his 
brother Frank's cherklrook was deliv­ 
ered to him In 1902 bv Moe, after 
Frank Conger** death 
The stub, he 
said, was In Moe’s handwriting. The 
pre*'din* officer ruled that the identi­ 
fication would have to be proved bv 
Mo*- and the admission of the check­ 
book in evidence was postponed until 
Moe c ould be recalled to the stand. 
Fenator Conger then outlined his 
legislative and business career 
He 
first became personally Interested in 
bridge affairs, he said, In 1901. when 
he became Identified with the Boston 
Bridge works. 
He became interested 
In the Groton and Canton Bridge rom- 
panic* from 1902 to 1904 
The testim ony then veered to the 
hills whic h figured In the alleged brib 
ing of Albia in 1901. 
Senator Conger 
g a \e a brief history of the proposed 
bridge legislation referred to in the 
letter between former United S tates 
Senator Platt and Editor Smyth, of 
Oregon 
"I recall conversations be­ 
tween my brother (Frank! and Mr. 
Albia In my apartm ent here.” he con­ 
tinued. “some time between April IO 
and 
16. 1901. 
Mr 
Allds said: 
‘You 
don't care lf that taxpayers’ bill of 
Stevens and Malby passes, lf the other 
bill Is killed. We let that go through,’ 
he nald. and it wilt be a little sop to 
Stevens.’ *’ 
Senator Conger said 
the 
Malby- 
c^ns hill had passed at that tim e 
and was in the hands of the governor. 


Tracing “ Untrained** Legislators. 
The Identity of the two unnam ed 
legislators Conger and Moe say shared 
with Allds in the $6090 
corruption 
fund came a step nearer disclosure 
when Attorney Osborne asked lf either 
of these men were officeholders under 
the state government. 
Conger replied that they w ere not 
Frank L. Barnes, assistant cashier 
of the First National bank, of Syra­ 
cuse. took the staad after recess. He 
Identified the New York drafts cashed 
by Moe at the bank on April 22 of 
that year, and further corroborated 
Moe's testimony regarding this tra n s ­ 
action by the hank’s books. T h e wit­ 
ness said he had 
never seen Moe 
since this transaction, but rem e m b er 
ed how he looked. He and Moe talked 
banking m atters 
he Mid, when the 
lariat was presented to him. 
There was a stir In the 
cham ber 
when the witness adm itted th a t Ray 
B Smith, clerk of the assembly, had 
called hts hank on the telephone and 
inquired about the entries on the cash­ 
ing of drafts. 
Mr. Osborne tried un­ 
successfully to have Mr. Sm ith's nam e 
withheld.
